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DEATH OF GREAT 
MAN DISCOUNTED 


i Financial World Prepared for 
Harriman^ Demise. 


FEAR OF PANIC DISSIPATED 


Instead of a Downward Movement of 
Stocks on the New York Exchange 
• Sensational and Spectacular Ad­ 
vance Occurred, While in London 
and Berlin Securities Showed Un­ 
usual Strength. 


New York, Sept. ll.—Two beliefs 
concerning the death of Edw ard H. 
H arrim an have come to be accepted 
as facts—first th at his great railroad 
organization will not be disturbed; 
second, th a t he was a victim of can­ 
cer. 
T hat the financial world had thor­ 
oughly discounted the great m an’s 
death and dissipated all fear of a 
panic was attested by one of the most 
rem arkable scenes in the history of 
the New York Stock Exchange. There, 
Instead of a downward m ovem ent of 
stocks, a sensational and spectacular 
advance occurred, while in London 
and Berlin railroad and industrial se­ 
curities showed unusual strength. In 
all quarters, paradoxial as it may 
seem, the so-called H arrim an stocks 
were strong and those of a specula­ 
tive turn who “went short” on the 
theory th at heavy declines would fol­ 
low Mr. H arrim an’s death, suffered un­ 
told losses. 
As to the cause of the financier's 
death, Dr. W. G. Lyle of this city, 
who was w ith him to the end, has is­ 
sued a statem ent, and th ere came 
by cable from a Vienna specialist who 
treated Mr. H arrim an while abroad, a 
statem ent th a t he was suffering with 
cancer. 
The specialist, had so diag­ 
nosed it he said and had indicated 
th a t an operation might be advisable. 
The general belief is th at no opera­ 
tion was perform ed after Mr. H arri­ 
m an’s return to Arden, but w hether 
this was the result of his weakened 
condition or his refusal to subm it to 
th e knife m ay be but conjectured. 
Exact Time Still a Mystery. 
The exact tim e of the financier’s 
death is still a mystery. 
Dr. Lyle is­ 
sued a statem ent saying positively 
th a t the end had come at 3:35, as offi­ 
cially announced, but there are those 
who still hold to the belief th at he 
died at 1:30, as intim ated by his sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Simons, and th a t the news 
was withheld until the stock m arket 
closed.

as the chief financial agents for the 
H arrim an lines, but Just who will as­ 
sume the head of his vast affairs is 
quite a m atter of speculation.

New York, Sept. ll.—Jam es J. Hill, 
calm and im perturbable as a T rappist 
monk, sat at his desk at the headquar­ 
ters of the G reat N orthern railway 
poring over maps and papers while the 
bulls and bears were in a fierce strug­ 
gle in W all street over w hat they had 
m ade a disputed point as to the effect 
the death of E. II. H arrim an would 
have upon stock values.

“It Is W all street’s business,” he 
said, “to create disturbances of this 
kind.” 
T here was a tinge of contem pt in 
his m anner and tone when he said 
this. 
“No man or group of men can se­ 
riously affect the prosperity or sta­ 
bility of this country,” Mr. Hill added 
after a retrospective pause. 
“In say­ 
ing this I do not m ean to belittle or 
in any way derogate the claim of H ar­ 
rim an to a place high among the men 
who have done big things in his day.

There He Took Possession of Them. 
Chief Engineer Pike of the Erik 
8ays Explorer Did Not Take Cook'a 
Stores, But That Two of His Men 
Probably Did. 


St. Johns, N. F., Sept. ll.—Comman­ 
der Robert E. Peary Is expected to 
Bail from Battle H a’hor, Labrador, 
w here he put in last Wednesday, for 
N orth 
Sydney, 
C. 
B., 
today. 
The 
Roosevelt was at Buttle Harbor late 
Friday. 
It is not known here w hat 
tim e Commander Peaty expects to 
reach North Sydney, bat m ariners ac­ 
quainted with the Roosevelt do not 
look for her appearance at the Cape 
Breton port before next Monday or 
Tuesday. 
Much will depend on the w eather in 
the strait of Belle Isle and on the 
state of the vessel’s machinery. 
Un 
less it is necessary to put into Blanc 
Sablon for a fresh coal supply, Peary 
will probably not stop at any port un­ 
til he reaches N orth Sydney. 
The Peary-Cook controversy is of 
Intense interest throughout Newfound­ 
land. 
Captain 
Moses 
B artlett 
of 
Brigus, who commanded Dr. Cook’s 
schooner John R. Bradley, which was 
fitted out at Gloucester, Mass., in 
1907, issued a public statem ent as fol­ 
lows: 
“Dr. Cook is correct in stating th at 
Peary took his provisions after the 
steam er E rik returned to Brigus last 
fall. 
T hree of her crew who belonged 
to Brigus told me th at when Peary ar­ 
rived at E tah th at summer he took 
possession of all the stores I had left 
there 
the 
previous 
fall 
for 
Cook, 
against his return from the North. 
These men say they helped to move 
the stuff from where I left It. 
The 
men are now on the Labrador coast. 


Could Not Steal Peary’s Provisions. 


This supply consisted of two dory 
loads of stores, food and kerosene, 
which our crew piled on the beach 
and then placed the dories over, bot­ 
tom up, piling stones around and 
above them to m ake a cache. 
A t An- 
natook, 
thirty 
miles 
north, 
w here 
Cook landed, I had previously put 
ashore two years’ supplies 'fo r Cook 
and five tons of hard coal. 
O ur ves 
gel, the John R. Bradley, was laden 
w ith stores and ten tons of hard coal. 
W hen Cook landed we gave him ha’f 
the coal and the stores except what 
w ere required to bring us home. Cook 
could not steal Peary’s provisions, be­ 
cause Peary had none on any p art of 
the coast, having used up all th e pro­ 
visions left th ere by previous expedi­ 
tions in his 1905-06 trip.” 
Richard Pike, chief engineer of the 
steam er Erik, which served as an 
auxiliary vessel for Peary last year 
by conveying stores and coal to Etah, 
said th at Peary did not take Cook’s 
provisions nor were they put on board 
of Peary’s ship. 
Pike said: 
“Peary left two men of the Roose­ 
velt, the boatsw ain and one of the 
firemen, with the immense accum ula­ 
tion of supplies he loft a t E tah when 
the Roosevelt went north, and the 
Erik came south. 
These m en ap­ 
parently in m istake took some of 
Cook’s stores th at were also cached 
there.” 
Another m em ber of the E rik’s crew, 
wrho refused to have his nam e printed, 
said th at the stores were taken by an 
understanding with Francke, Cook’s 
assistant, in part paym ent for his pas­ 
sage from E tah to the U nited States. 
The stock of ivory, furs, skins and 
curiosities which Francke and Cook 
had accum ulated were accepted as 
the equivalent of passage money, he 
said.

DR. GOOK BEGINS 
HOMEWARD TRIP 


Cheered by a Great Crowd 
Leaving Copenhagen 


Copenhagen, Sept. ll.—Frederick A. 
Cook left Copenhagen on the first 
stage of his journey homeward, ap­ 
parently happy 
and confident—and 
w ith the cheers of a great crowd ring­ 
ing in his ears. 
Form al farew ells 
w ere exchanged betw een Dr. Cook and 
com m ittees of geographical societies 
and the University of Copenhagen. As 
he departed the explorer stood alone 
on the high bridge of the yacht Mel­ 
chior, which is taking him to Chris- 
(lansand, raising his h at in response 
to the shouts of th e multitude. 
W hen the yacht arrives at Chris- 
tlansand the steam ship Oscar II. will 
be ready to take up anchor and steam 
for the United S tates as soon as Dr. 
Cook has been transferred to her deck. 
M anaging D irector Ccid of the Scan- 
dlnavian-American 
Steam ship 
com­ 
pany accompanied Dr. Cook. 
He said 
th e Oscar II. could reach New York 
Monday, Sept. 20, but th at he thought 
b etter to keep the steam er to schedule^’ 
tim e and arrive Tuesday, Sept. 21. 
Before the gangplank of the Mel- 
choir was drawn up there was a pleas­ 


ant ceremony in the cabin, which was 
attended by Maurice F. Egan, the 
American m inister, and Miss Egan, 
the rector of the U niversity of Copen­ 
hagen and a num ber of geographers. 
Admiral 
Dekichelcu, 
in 
a 
speech, 
thanked Dr. Cook for returning to the 
United S tates under the Danish flag. 
“Green-eyed envy and jealousy,” the 
adm iral said, "are doing th eir en­ 
venomed work, but we in Denmark 
believe in you absolutely.” 
“I w ant to thank you,” said Dr. 
Cook in reply, “for the great honor 
th at is m ine in going hom e on a Dan­ 
ish steam er. 
Since I cannot reach 
home on an American steam er or an 
expedition vessel, It Is fitting th at I 
should go on a steam er of the land 
which has given me such happy days. 
You have made my return so happy 
th at the tortures of the past are for­ 
gotten. 
You have been my friends; 
you have fought ray battles. 
W ith a 
full heart I say farewell to the people 
of Denmark.”

WEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE 


Operations 
in 
Industrial 
Linss Still 


Expanding. 
New York, Sept. l l . —Bradstreet’s 
review of trade says operations in In- 
lustrial lines are still expanding and 
In some branches of the iron and steel 
trade record outputs are the rule. 
In 
fact, manufacturing is in the fore­ 
front as regards activity and in some 
branches skilled workmen are not 
plentiful enough to supply the de­ 
mand. 
Industrial plants 
th a t have 
been late in sharing in the revival 
are taking on more activity and work­ 
ing of night shifts is not unknown. 
Purely distributive trade has prob­ 
ably tapered off a little at certain 
large centers, as interior merchants, 
having finished their purchases, have 
left for their homes. 
Still, jobbing 
trade is good and at some centers, 
particularly where fall festivals are 
held, purchases of dry goods, groceries 
and staple lines in general have real­ 
ly increased, though fall buying from 
Jobbers and wholesalers has possibly 
passed its zenith. 
It is obviously too 
early for reorders. 
Indeed, retailers 
are still making strenuous efforts to 
work off summer stocks, while dis­ 
playing early fall goods. 
W ithin an­ 
other week or so, trade In this line 
probably will show expansion. 
There 
has been no tendency to over-buy, 
high prices, for one thing, having 
nade for the exorcise of caution. 
The 
earlier gathered crops, such as wheat, 
cotton and oats, are being moved to 
m arket quite freely, and the good 
prices being realized from the sale of 
these products will m ake for easier 
contractions 
and 
growth 
in 
trade.

F o r some time past it has been 
know n that some change must be 
made in the m anner in which the 
junior members of the association 
should be handled and Secretary Den­ 
nis announces th a t commencing Mon­ 
day morning, the association will 
inaugurate a new policy in regard 
to th e use of the building by the 
Ju n io rs members. 
The association has learned by ex­ 
perience, what all the other associa­ 
tions over the country have learned, 
and th at is that to conduct the work 
most successfully for the boys It is 
necessary that their attendance be 
lim ited to certain hour or they m ust 
be cared for in a separate building. 
As it is now, with the limited facili­ 
ties for interesting the boys, it is 
physically impossible to Interest the 
boys during the entire day. 
H ereafter the Ju n io r members will 
be allowed the use of the building on 
Tuesdays and Fridays, between the 
hours of 4 and 5:30 and also on Sat­ 
urday morning. 
U nder this new plan these will be 
know n as tho “ boys’ hours’’ and e n ­ 
tertain m en t will be planned for them 
d u rin g that time. 
The experience of 
other associations is th a t under this 
plan boys take a greater interest, as 
there is “som ething doing’’ every 
m om ent they are there and the re ­ 
sults of the work are more gratifying 
to those in charge. 
The Young M en’s Christian Asso­ 
ciation is prim arily w hat its nam e 
implies, an institution for young 
men. 
A feature which the average 
person sometimes overlooks and which 
defeats the greater work of the o rg a n ­ 
ization, is the fact th a t men and boys 
are like oil and w ater, they will not 
“ m ix.” 
Wherever an association has 
tried to mix them, the effect has been 
found unwholesome and especially so 
for the boy. 
The effect of such a 
combination usually results in the 
loss of either the men or the boys and 
the experience in B rainerd has proved 
no exception to th e rule. 
Men have 
refused to visit 
the building be­ 
cause they m ust associate w ith a 
crowd of boys. 
Several business men 
have given up their visits to the 
building for ju st this same reason 
and a large num ber of young men 
have given this as a reason for not 
joining. 
It has also been our ex­ 
perience that p erm itting the boys the J 
use 
of the building 
at all hours 
of 
the 
day 
and 
evry 
day 
in 
hours of the day and every day in 
the week, causes the boys in time, to 
come to regard the association as a 
loafing place more than a n y th in g 
else. 
Observation and extended exper­ 
ience have shown th a t in some cases 
the boys have come to use the asso­ 
ciation as an excuse to come down 
tow n and loaf around the streets d u r ­ 
ing the day.

H E statem ent of Senator A. B. 
Cummins of Iowa th at the In­ 
surgent fight against the Payne 
bill is not ended, but th a t it will 
be carried into every Republican con­ 
vention and will be fought out on the 
floor of the national convention in 
1012, introduces a new elem ent into 
American politics. 
In my own view, no more im portant 
step nor one fraught with possibilities 
of more farreaching consequences has 
been made in recent years.

the present purpose of this fight is 
to unhorse the stand pat leadership in 
congress, and especially in the senate, 
and to control the Republican party. 
T hat is the Intention of the insurgent 
leaders, but it is one thing to start 
a political prairie fire and quite an­ 
other thing to control it w hen it is 
once under way. 
No one can tell Just 
w hat proportions the blaze will as­ 
sume nor w here it will end. 
The en­ 
thusiastic reception given to Cummins 
when he returned to Iow a would in­ 
dicate th at the people of th a t state are 
with him. 
Signs are not w anting th at 
there is a deep undercurrent of senti­ 
ment in th a t direction throughout the 
land, being m ost intense perhaps in the 
states of the central west. 
The Cummins program does not con­ 
template any further general revision 
of the tariff In the im m ediate future 
or, in fact, for the next ten years. Its 
main plank is one dem anding the rigid 
carrying out of platform pledges. This

Still more 
significantly Mr. Cum mins intim ates 
th at he would not him self be averse to 
becoming the standard bearer in 1012. 
This m akes the issue explicit, fu r­ 
nishes a battlecry aud a candidate 
around whom to rally, throw s down 
the gauntlet defiantly and m akes com­ 
prom ise impossible—burns all political 
bridges, in a word, and insures th at 
the contest will have to be fought out 
to a conclusion.

knife and knife to th e hilt.

old leadership of Iowa Republicanism 
to a standstill, was elected governor 
three tim es in spite of their opposition, 
ham m ered the railroad politicians till 
he got a yell out of Senator Elkins, 
their high priest; stirred up the whole 
country by his “Iowa idea” of pro­ 
tecting American industries without 
sheltering illegal combinations, dared 
to veto a bill perm itting a railroad 
combination which all the corporation 
attorneys and old line politicians w ant­ 
ed him to sign, showed his independ­ 
ence of party lines, although political 
irregularity in Iowa w as then consid­ 
ered alm ost a capital crime, and finally 
was elected to the senate despite the 
frantic opposition of alm ost everybody 
in the state except the people. 
But 
did he stop fighting when be bad real­ 
ized his suprem e am bition of sitting In 
the U nited States senate? 
Did he? 
Ask Aldrich. Ask Smoot, the Mormon 
elder, 
who 
became 
Aldrich’s right 
hand man. 
They know 
how hard 
Cummins can fight. 
And did he stop 
fighting 
when 
the 
tariff 
bill 
was 
passed? 
His pronunciam ento issued 
on his way home from the extra ses­ 
sion is the auswer. 
And will he stop 
fighting till he w ins? If you have any 
doubts on this score read his history. 
To sta rt a new battle the next day 
after the finish of an old one is bls 
habit. 
Tw enty years ago or more, 
when he was practically unknown In 
politics, he entered a fight for the 
United States senate and came within 
three votes of beating ex-Governor 
Gear, who had the state machine and 
the Burlington railroad behind him. 
The next morning afte r Gear’s elec­ 
tion Cummins announced him self as a 
candidate for governor and won out by 


shows its wise political generalship, 
catches the enemy at his w eakest 
point and raises an issue against which 
it will be impossible to make a suc­ 
cessful fight. 
In theory all men agree 
th a t party promises should be kept. 
Any other policy is insincere and dis­ 
honest, and woe to th at politician or 
group of politicians whose sincerity 
and honesty the public comes to doubt. 
Nothing means such speedy and cer­ 
tain political death. The Iow a senator 
thus assails Aldrichism a t the one fa­ 
tal breach in the wall. 
It is impos­ 
sible to argue against the principle. A 
political platform is not, like a car 
platform , m eant to get In on, but not 
to stand on. 
It m ust be m ade in good 
faith and considered as sacred as the 
promissory note of a private individ­ 
ual—Indeed, more so, for w ith the p lat­ 
form pledge tens of millions of private 
individuals are Involved, and the duty 
to fulfill the oMigation is raised to 
the nth power. 
This principle is pri 
m ary and fundam ental. 
There is no 
gainsaying it. The issue then becomes 
one of fact as to w hether platform 
pledges have been carried out or not, 
and on this question the coming b at­ 
tle will be waged. 
To Fight In the Party. 
As to the tariff itself, Senator Cum­ 
m ins’ program is exceedingly mod­ 
erate—a commission of tariff experts, 
w hich in a som ew hat crippled and in­ 
effective fashion is provided for in 
th e Payne bill itself, and revision on 
Individual schedules as public policy 
seems to demand. Emphasis is placed 
on the underlying principle of protec­ 
tion, the basis for making rates being 
th at laid down in the last Republican 
national platform and made promt 
nent in the campaign of President 
T aft, which is th at the tariff on any 
given article should equal the differ­ 
ence between the cost of domestic and 
foreign production, with the addition 
of a reasonable profit. The low s sent 


s narrow m argin of eighteen votes aft 
er one of the bitterest and ugliest 
fights in the history of Iowa politics 
And this is the man th a t has now 
thrown down his glove in front of the 
tariff barons and trusts of America 
Behind bim are La Follette, who has 
shown equal pugnacity and determ ina­ 
tion; Dolliver and Beveridge, the ora­ 
tors; Bristow, the man who exposed 
the postal frauds, and many others of 
like fiber, w ith a great arm y of the 
farm ers of the middle w est falling 
into step in the new crusade. 
It cer­ 
tainly looks like political w ar of the 
real variety. 
“Handsome Albert.” 
Senator Cummins is fifty-nine years 
old, of distinguished appearance, iron 
gray hair and mustache, graceful and 
Chesterfleldian 
in 
m anner, 
always 
wins the support of the women—so 
much so, in fact, th at ii w om an suf­ 
frage w ere in force be would be elect­ 
ed alm ost unanim ously—a m an who 
dresses well and knows bow to w ear 
bls clothes, called by his enemies 
“handsom e Albert” and “this man 
Cummins,” an orator who is equally 
at home w ith a column of figures and 
a spread eagle peroration—in fact, an 
all around leader th at if be catches 
the tide on this present proposition is 
liable to go to alm ost any heights. He 
is of the sort who will either be presi­ 
dent or die in the last ditch. 
Glue 
your optic to Cummins, for, w ithout 
trying to pun, he is a com ing man. 
Then there is La Follette, sm all and 
scrappy, who has fought even harder 
than Cummins and has been abused 
more, who also was three tim es gov­ 
ernor of his state and fought against 
the railroads and the old political 
bosses, a man who would n o t accept 
his election to the senate until sure 
th at his state reform s w ould be car­ 
ried out! 
La Follette is five years 
younger than Cummins and bas been 
in the senate four years longer. W hen 
be w ent to th a t body the Aldriches 
and H ales tried to haze him, but he 
hit them so hard that they soon gave 
up th a t policy. Well hated by the in­ 
terests and better loved every year by 
the plain people of the U nited States, 
it is a tossup w hether Cum m ins or 
La Follette is the real leader of the in­ 
surgent forces, and it does not s much 
m atter since they are so nearly alike 
in principle th at the sam e cause will 
trium ph whichever carries the banner. 
Perhaps 
the 
third in im portance 
among the senate insurrectos is Al­ 
bert J. Beveridge of Indiana, who is 
younger than either Cum m ins or La 
Follette and has been in th e senate 
much longer. Beveridge is outgrowing 
his reputation as a boy orator and 
through his fight against child labor 
and for other reform s is more and 
more endearing himself to the hearts 
of the progressives. 
H e w as born in 
Ohio in 1862, beat Bryan in a college 
oratorical contest and has long been 
a C hautauqua idol and a spellbinder 
th at could do anything w ith the Eng­ 
lish language except sh u t it off. 
The 
old chaps in the senate never would 
give 
the 
Indiana 
Demosthenes 
a 
chance, and now th a t this insurgent 
m ovement has happened along he is 
in his element. 
How Cummins Corralled Dolliver. 
Nor is Beveridge the only orator in 
the bunch. Jonathan P. Dolliver, Cum­ 
mins’ colleague from Iowa, has the 
Am erican eagle trained so th a t it will 
not only spread and soar for him, but 
turn flipflaps in m idair and scream in 
sheer rhetorical delight. 
Dolliver is 
also an insurgent, though there are 
those who say th at Cum mins had to 
kidnap him and drag him into the 
game, or, rather, Cum mins grabbed off 
the whole stake of Iow a and Dolliver 
had to come along if he w anted to play 
at all. 
A t any rate, he is committed 
and now makes a noise like a pro­ 
gressive. 
Likewise he gave Brothers 
Aldrich, H ale and Lodge several un­ 
com fortable half hours during the late 
lam ented extra session. 
Dolliver was 
bom in w hat is now W est Virginia 
fifty-one years ago and has been in 
congress 
nineteen 
years, 
seven 
of 
which have been spent in th e senate. 
Joseph L. Bristow of K ansas is an 
editor and a reform er of th e Roose­ 
velt type. 
W hen he w as not running 
a paper in the Sunflower country he 
w as secretary of the Republican state 
com m ittee and private secretary to 
Governor Morrill. M cKinley made him 
one of the assistant postm aster gen­ 
erals, 
third, fourth or seventeenth, 
and he unearthed the Cuban postal 
frauds. 
This made him right with 
Roosevelt, who set him to w ork clean­ 
ing out the whole postoffice depart­ 
ment, which needed it enough, as the 
sequel showed. 
B ristow w as born in 
1861 and is a new m em ber of the sen­ 
ate. 
The only pity is th a t he cannot 
investigate th at body an d clean it up 
as he did the postoffice bunch. 
Personally speaking, it is a grief to 
me th a t B urkett and B row n of Ne 
braska, who insurged up to the very 
last hour, had not the stam in a to stick 
it out and vote against B rother Al­ 
drich in the last ditch—and beyond. 
I used to know both of them in my 
salad days, when I w as trying to do 
a little reform ing on m y own hook. 
B ut there is hope th a t In spite of that 
one vote for the conference report they 
will return to the insurgent cam p and 
m ake 
things interesting 
along the 
Platte. 
Nor should K nute Nelson, the grand 
old Norwegian from M innesota, be for­ 
gotten, nor Clapp, both of whom stuck 
to the end; nor Coe I. Craw ford of 
South Dakota, who insurged in spots 
and a t intervals, although lacking at 
the last roll call; nor V ictor Murdock

ACCIDENT ON THE COLORADO 


8team Pipe Bursts and Two Men Are 
Scalded to Death. 
Honolulu, 
Sept. 
ll.—The 
Pacific 
fleet, com prising eight of th e fastest 
cruisers in the Am erican navy, which 
left San Francisco last Sunday after­ 
noon under R ear Admiral Sebree for a 
five m onths’ cruise In O riental w a­ 
ters, arrived h ere with the exception 
of the Colorado and the W est Virginia, 
w hich were delayed by accidents to 
th eir m achinery. 
It was In an effort to establish the 
shortest tim e In which the fleet could 
cross the Pacific and test th e speed 
and steam ing capacity of the cruisers 
th a t the Tennessee, Admiral Sebree’s 
flagship, broke all records. 
Od W ednesday a steam pipe burst 
aboard the Colorado scalding to death 
tw o men in th e coal bunkers. 
The 
dead are: 
L. M. Lepetsky, an ordinary sea­ 
m an; C. P. M cDermott, a coal passer. 
The Colorado and the W est V irginia 
could not keep up with the 18-knot 
pace set by the flagship soon after 
passing through the Golden Gate. 
Steam ing under forced draught part 
of the time, w eak points in th e ma 
chlnery of the two cruisers soon de­ 
veloped. 
Leaky tubes in th ree of the 
boilers greatly reduced the speed of 
th e Colorado even before th e accident 
occurred on th a t vessel.
